but in case a full board is not present, 
the applicant may refuse to bo ex- 
amined and appear at a later day be- 
fore a full board. 


3. These rules shall take effect only 


from the first day of October, IS'.Mi, and 
are not intended to disturb cases here1 
tofore adjudicated in good faith, ac-

existing in the bureau of pensions.

Ed. Times:—We noticed a letter 


from Bueua Vista published in the 
Portsmouth Blade giving an account of 
the Democratic meeting held there on 
Wednesday night of this week. Owing 
to the fact that there were several 
statements in regard to the meeting, 
which we wore unable to believe, wo 
took the first opportunity of interview- 
ing Mr. Thomas, one of the speakers 
on the occasion, as to the facts of the 
case, knowing that we would get a cor- 
rect report of all that transpired. When 
asked as to the questions put to him at 
the close of his speech Mr. Thomas 
said: 


"Not 
lov,g ago the Democracy of 


Bueua Vista aud vicinity invited me to 
address them some time during the 
campaign. I consented and our meet- 
ing last Wednesday night was the re- 
sult. £It was my intention (aud I don't 
think I lost sight of it at any time) to 
speak plaiu'y and in such a manner as 
would not offend the most bitter parti- 
san. 
At the close of my speech a Mr. 


Elarrison of Bueua Vista in a, very gen- 
teel manner handed me four question?, 
rt'liich I thought were aswered satisfac- 
torily. The questions were pertinent 
and were evidently prepared by one 
who is thinking on the money ques- 
ion. They were as follows: 


1st. 
If it is a fact, as history states 


that only thirteen members of congress 
voted against dropping the coinage of 
silver dollars iu 1873, and that Senator 
Stewart was the champion of the meas- 
ure, why are not both parties alike 
censurable for the crime, if crime it 
,vas? 


2d. 
Is it not a fact that the silver 


;oins of all the seventeen standard 
;ouutries today, with small variance, 
represent only half the value expressed 
by the same coin in gold? Arid that 
all those countries are practically with- 
out any gold as the circulating med- 
ium? 


3d. With free coinage of silver 


here, what would prevent our silver 
from circulating at its bullion value 
the same as it does in all silver stand- 
ard countries today? 


4th. 
With silver dollars circulating 


at less than their face, would gold con- 
tinue to circulate as money? 


My answers were as follows: 
"As to the vote on the demonetiza- 


tion of sliver, I do not recall how many 
voted for or against it, but I do know 
that many senators aud representatives 
who voted for the bill, 
afterward, 


when the Bland-Allison bill was being 
debated, stated that if they had un- 
derstood the measure they never would 
have voted for it. Having in my pos- 
session a copy of that day's Enquirer, 
I read what Vorhees, Thurman, Conk- 
ling and Garfteld said, as found in the 
Congressional Record at Washington. 


"Taking up the second question, I 


fraukly admitted that ifc was probably 
true that the silver coins of the silver 
countries 
circulate at their bullion 


value, as measured by the standard of 
the nations using gold only as redemp- 
tion money. 


"The third question was disposed of 


by saying that silver would probably 
circulate at its bullion value, but by 
throwing open the mints there would 
be a demand that would enhance the 
value to its former price. 


"I thought I disposed of the fourth 


question so as not to leave any doubt in 
the minds of those present. 
'Would 


gold continue to circulate as money?' 
Yes, just as soon as silver is resorted 
and recognized as redemption money 
there will be no hoarding of gold. 
As 


an illustration: Suppose you have beef 
in your community but no pork or mut- 
ton, and the beef is selling at ten cents 
per pound. If there should be an im- 
portation of the two latter, [ would not 
the first be brought down to a parity 
with the others? The demand for beef 
would be taken away and it would be 
thrown upon the market just as gold 
will when silver is brought back to its 
former state. 


"There were no other questions, 


want to add, that so far as 1 Wft-* con- 
cerned, there was not the least unpleas- 
antness felt at the meeting, and I have 
nothing but the highest regard for the 
citizens of Buena Vista, regardless of 
party, for the polite manner in which 
we were received."*

Indianapolis, Aug. IS. — It is not un-

Tbe circular 
complains in the bitterest tones of the 
influences brought to bear upon tho 
emperor by corrupt oiriciaAs and special 
reference is made to the viceroy. 


He is charged, with traitorous con- 


duct in connection with the late wur 
with Japan, and incidents cited at 
length to show that Li Hung- Chang's 
relations traded their honor for Japan 
gold during- the war. 


Members of the local Chinese colony 


entertain a bitter hatred for Li Hiitig- 
Chang-. The present political move- 
ment has increased this hatred, and 
those who pretend to know the state of 
affairs in Chinatown declare the viceroy 
would certainly be killed if he came 
here. It is believed that Li Hung 
Chung- has been fully advised of this 
fact and proposes to avoid San Fran- 
oisco for this reason.

EMPLOYES BOUNCED. 


WORKMEN FIRED UPON, 


ANOTHER CHAPTER 
IN THE 


CLEVELAND STRIKE, 


Four 
Men 
Wounded, Two of 


Whom Will Die—More Trouble 


Anticipated. 


Cleveland, Aug. 15.—One of the most 


dastardly attempts at murder that has 
occurred here for some years, took 
place Friday, nig-ht. it being- the out- 
come of tbe great Hrown strike that 
has been going1 on in this city for the 
past three months. As a result four 
men aro wounded, two of whom will 
die. 


On Juno 5 tho. Hrown Hoisting and 


Conveying 
Machine 
Company 
dis- 


charged its eight hundred employes be- 
cause of a threatened strike. About a 
week ago tbe five companies of militia 
were withdrawn from tbe Hrown works 
and the police protection taken away. 
Friday night a party of ten strikers 
went to the corner of Wade Park and 
East Madison street and lay in wait for 
a party of workmen who came by on 
their way borne from tbe Hrown works. 
There -were nine men in tbe little party 
of workmen" with their dinner pails. 
Without a moment's warning the strik- 
ers rushed from behind a saloon, where 
they were in hiding, and with a cry of 
" Scab ! " began shooting into 
tbe 


crowd. 


A few of the workmen were armed 


and returned tbe fire. Tbe battle last- 
ed about three minutes, in which about 
thirty shots wore fired, when tbe strik- 
ers lied. Four men were shot—two fa- 
tally. Of the number two were strik- 
ers. 
George Plumb, one of tbe work- 


men, was shot in the bead and is ex- 
pected to die, while C'aldwell. another 
workman, was shot in tbe rigbc leg 
and tbe shoulder. 
Plumb was taken 


to a hospital, who.ro he. will die. 
Two 


of the strikers were shot and one will 
die. 
The one fatally injured is George 


Larsen. 
lie was shot through tbe 


lungs. The other, whose name is Ilix- 
ley, is not fata!'," injured. 
Several 


people were bit, but their names could 
not be learned. The police made sev- 
eral arrests among the strikers.

The Mother Finds Him Here After 


Seven Months' Search. 


Had Been Living on aSnanty Boat and 


Been Treated Cruelly. • 


•Given to a Family to Care for Temporarily 


They Moved Away and the Mother Lost 


Tr*ck of Them—the Sad Story of a 


Young Mother Who Dame Here 


from Virginia After Her Hoy. 


Mrs. Ella Lynch, a comely yonng 


-woman of twenty-four years, arrived 
here this naming from VVaverly, Va., 
in search of lier five year old sou who 
had been missing for seven months. 
Her eight, year old daughter acccom- 
panied her. 
By nine o'clock the long 


separated family was together again 
and the trio left at 10:55 for Waverly. 
The -woman tells a very sad story 
•which is substantiated by many cir 
-ounjstances. 
The little boy had been 


living Jwith a family named Ward on a 


fled himself that the boy was the right 
one. 
The^mother, was, notified and she 


came on, arriving here this morning: 
She and1 the little girl accompanied 
Officer Williams to the boat, which is 
just this side of New Boston. The 
officer went down and told the boy to 
come on, but he refused at first. ; When 
he saw his mother and sister he ran to 
them and was glad to - go away with 
them. 
Mr. Ward was away, but Mrs. 


Ward said that she had no papers au- 
thorizing her to keep the boy, so she 
consented to give him np. The mother 
had bought a new suit of clothes for 
the boy, and when she took his clothes 
off to put the new ones on,- she discov- 
ered that his body was covered with 
marks made by violent 
punishment. 


When asked who did it, the boy said, 
"Mamma," meaning Mrs. Ward. The 
trio went to the Junction Hotel, where 
they waited for the 10:55 N. & W. 
train, on .which they left for home. 
The officer wantad her to stay and 
prosecute the Wards for their cruel 
treatment of the boy, but she said that 
she bad barely enough money to get 
back home and could not afford to stay. 
The Wards claimed that Mr. Lynch 
had given them the boy, and denied 


shanty bont, and his bruised limbs and 
stripes across his back bear evidence of 
the treatment he has received at their 
hands. Her poverty and the necessity 
'tor her getting back to her work made 
it impossible for her to stay here long 
enough to prosecute the parties who 
have kept the little boy from her all 
these months. 


Eight years ago she waa married] to 


John Lynch at Parkersburg, W. Va. 
About seven mouths ago they parted, 
the husband starting on the road with 
a magic lantern show, which was in 
Wyoming the last heard from. 
The 


mother was unable to take care of tho 
children and agreed to a proposition of 
the husband's that the boy be turned 
over to Isaac Ward and wife tempor- 
arily. Mrs. Lynch did not know tho 
Wards, but they were friends of her 
husband. He said that their own lit- 
tle son had died and that Mrs. Ward 
waa frantic with grief over her loss. 
The doctor had advised her to secure a 
child to take the dead boy's place, and 
Bo.it was thought that the boy, Selby j 
Lynch, would ba well taken care of. 


Mrs. Lynch finally secured employ- 


ment in a restaurant at Waverly, nine- 
teen miles north of Parkersbnrg. 
She 


then went after her boy, but learned 
that the Wards had left Parkersburg on 
account of some difficulty. 
She could 


get no trace of them and has waited for j 
months for some news of the boy. Two 
•weeks ago a young man from Parkers- 
bnrg visited the Wards and upon ro- 
-turniug home told Mrs. Lynch that her 
Tx)y was here. 
The mother immedi- 


ately wrote to Marshal Wutkius. 
Offi- 


cer Williams had visited the shanty 
boat last spring iu search of some 
stolen goods and recalled that he had 
seen the little boy~at that time. Mon- 
day he again visited tho bout and satis- 


any intention of stealing or kidnapping 
him. 
Mrs. Lynch said that she was 


going to sue for a divorce from the 
husband on the grounds of desertion.
